9:30 a.m. We depart from the Tokyo Prince Hotel and speed 
south along newly built elevated expressways on our way to 
Yokohama. We soon arrive at KAMAKURA, sometime 
capital of Japan and headquarters of the Kamakura Shogunate 
in the 12th Century. Here we visit the famous GREAT 
BUDDHA, or Daibutsu, cast im 1252, Gourmet lunch at 
Pacific Hotel beach-side restaurant. After lunch we resume 
our drive to Odawara, past the donjon of ODAWARA 
CASTLE former stronghold of the Hojo clan. Then on to 
Yumoto, gateway to the natural wonderland of Fuji-Hakone- 
Izu national park, and a comfortable ascent along the Hakone 
Bypass enjoying panoramic views of the Hakone mountains 
and lofty MT. FUJI in the distance. A delightful cruise 
across placid LAKE HAKONE takes us to Kojiri. The trip 
from Kojiri to Sounzan Hill near Kowakidani on the Hakone 
Ropeway gondola enfolds breathtaking views of Lake Hakone, 
sulphur emitting Owakidani (Boiling Hell) and surrounding 
hills. We soon arrive at HOTEL KOWAKIEN, an ultra- 
modern western-style resort hotel in the very heart of the 
Hakone vacation retreat. In the evening tour guests are 
furnished with festive kimono attire in which to attend the 
“welcome” SUKIYAKI DINNER PARTY. 


10:30 a.m. After breakfast at the Kowakien, we leave for 
Atami via JIKKOKU (Ten Province) PASS, from where 
majestic Fuji and ten of the ancient provinces can be clearly 
seen on a fine day. At ATAMI, a favorite weekend spa 
for Tokyoites, a delightful TEMPURA LUNCHEON is 
waiting for us at the Japanese-style Tsuruya Inn. In the 
afternoon we board the world’s fastest BULLET TRAIN 
(tourist-class reserved seats), and travel at speeds of up to 
130 mph with everchanging vistas of Fuji-san and never far 
away rows of craggy pines which border the old TOKAIDO 
IMPERIAL HIGHWAY. The one hour and 44 minute ride 
brings us to the pulsing industrial metropolis of NAGOYA. 
Dinner and accommodations are ready at either the INTER- 


BNATIONAL HOTEL NAGOYA or NAGOYA MIYAKO 


HOTEL depending on the day of the week. Not far away 
is Gifu, home of the traditional art of cormorant fishing. 


9:00 a.m. This morning we visit NAGOYA CASTLE, 
famous for the two golden dolphins (shachi-hoko) atop its 
five-story structure. Then to a bridal school for cultural and 
home economics training of young girls. Our next stop is 
the factory where the famous NORITAKE chinaware is 
produced. After lunch at the hotel, we take the ‘super- 
limited’ HYDROFOIL to TOBA, the home of cultured 
pearls. Dinner and accommodations at Fujita’s newest addi- 
tion, TOBA KOWAKIEN HOTEL.

After breakfast, we take a cruise on Pearl Bay. and visit 
MIKIMOTO PEARL ISLAND. Here we see demonstrations 
of pearl cultivation and processing and women divers collect- 
ing pearl-bearing oysters from the sea bottom, After lunch, 


we proceed to the GRAND SHRINE OF ISE, worshipping 


place of the Imperial Family. We then continue our tour 
over picturesque SUZUKA PASS and along the MEISHIN 
SUPER HIGHWAY to Kyoto. Dinner and accommodations 
at either the INTERNATIONAL HOTEL KYOTO or the 
new wing of MIYAKO HOTEL. 


Today we begin our sightseeing in Kyoto, the capital of 
ancient Japan (794 ahd 1868). The KYOTO MORNING TOUR 
takes us to the world famous rock garden at Ryoanji Temple, 
the stark simplicity of which would be quite startling to the 
casual visitor ; the Old Imperial Palace (794) and its typical- 
ly Japanese garden; Kinkakuji (Golden Pavilion), a delicate 
structure gilded in gold foil; and Nijo Castle, built in 1603, 
an edifice known for its architectural beauty. Peking style 
luncheon at the Oike Hanten Chinese restaurant. In the 
afternoon we drive to NARA, Japan’s capital from 710 to 784: 
Deer Park, the home of hundreds of tame deer; Todaiji 
Temple, where the 53-ft. mid-Eighth Century image of the 
Great Nara Buddha is housed in the Daibutsuden (Hall of 
the Great Buddha); and Kasuga Shrine, one of the oldest 
and most famous Shinto shrines in the country. On our 
way back to Kyoto, we inspect a Japanese green tea factory. 
Oil Yaki dinner at Junsei. 


This morning we visit the old Rokkaku-do Temple (Hexa- 
gonal Hall), where in the same compound is a _ beautiful 
Japanese garden and the headquarters of the Ikenobo school 
of flower arrangement, and the adjacent Oridono Silk Gallery 
for a demonstration of rare fingernail weaving of gorgeous silk 
fabrics; inspect the many antiques and art objects displayed 
at the Yokoyama Arts and Craft and a traditional dye rinsing 
method of the world famous Yuzen silk fabrics; a demonstra- 
tion of cloisonne manufacturing process; and a “ rakuyaki” 
(Hand-painted earthenware) shop where passengers will be 
given a chance to paint their own piece of earthenware, to 
take with them after baking. After a short rest and a cup 
of orchid “tea”, we drive back to the hotel. After lunch, 
Fujita offers passengers a bonus Temple Tour of Kyoto. In 
the early evening, passengers are transferred by motorcoach 
to the KOBE ORIENTAL HOTEL in Kobe for dinner and 
accommodatians.

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Next morning, a luxury liner of the Kansai Steamship Com- 
pany takes passengers on a cruise of the Inland Sea. A 
spacious saloon with picture-windows and an elegantly 
decorated glass-enclosed lounge afford commanding views of 
changing seascapes of the island-studded marine wonderland. 
A steak lunch is served on board the ship. Upon arrival at 
TAKAMATSU, we are escorted to a deluxe JAPANESE INN, 
the Shintokiwa or the Tokiwa Honkan. The afternoon sight- 
seeing of Takamatsu includes visits to the scenic Yashima 
Plateau where breathtaking view of the floating world-enfolds 
below and a drive through the old town of Takamatsu itself. 
Then to Ritsurin Park, a 134-acre Japanese garden and former 
estate of a feaudal baron. Dinner (and breakfast) is served 
at the inn by kimono-clad maids in home-like hospitality in 
typical Japanese style accommodations. 


This morning we have part of the morning free to rest or 
to do some shopping. At 11:17 we leave for Uno, the 
gateway to Shikoku Island, aboard a ferry in first class cabin. 
Our last boat ride takes us amid myriad of evergreen-clad 
islands dotting the cobalt sea, one of the most picturesque 
in all of Japan. At 12:22 we arrive at UNO pier, where 
we are connected to the 12: 45 limited express train for Osaka. 
Lunch is served in the dining car.’ 3:40 p.m. we change 
trains at Shin-Osaka Station to the Bullet train. Arriving 
at Tokyo Station at 7:10 p.m.. we are met and escorted to 
the comfortable TOKYO PRINCE HOTEL for dinner and 


accommodations. 


Breakfast is provided at the hotel dining room. Free tickets 
for the airport limousine will be given to Imperial Coachman 
guests, with Fujita’s compliments. The tour disbands at 


noon.
